(ii) The chair and ranking mnority nmenber of the house comerce
and | abor committ ee;

(i) Four nenbers representing the heating, ventilating, air
conditioning, and refrigeration industry, selected from nom nations

submtted by statewide business organizations representing a
cross-section of industries and appointed jointly by the president of
the senate and the speaker of the house of representatives; and

(iv) Four menbers representing |labor, selected from nom nations
submi tted by statew de | abor organi zati ons representing a cross-section
of industries and appointed jointly by the president of the senate and
t he speaker of the house of representatives.

(b) In addition, the department of |abor and industries shall
cooperate with the joint legislative task force and maintain a |liaison
representative, who shall be a nonvoting nenber. The departnent shal
cooperate with the joint | egislative task force and provi de i nfornmation
as the joint legislative task force nay reasonably request.

(c) The joint legislative task force shall choose its chair from
anong its nenbership.

(2) The joint legislative task force shall review the follow ng
i ssues:

(a) Requirenments for registering, certifying, or |icensing heating,
ventilating, air conditioning, and refrigeration mechanics;

(b) Methods of registering or licensing contractors who qualify for
two or nore registrations or |licenses;
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(c) Establishing at |east three levels of HVAC R nechanics, wth
the ability to be certified in several specialities including gas
pi pi ng, sheet netal, and refrigeration;

(d) The on-the-job experience requirenents for each nmechanic | evel;

(e) The met hods by which apprentices and other persons learning to
performheating, ventilating, air conditioning, and refrigerati on work
obtain training certificates;

(f) Exenptions to the registering, certification, or |licensing
requi renents; and

(g) Such other factors the joint legislative task force deens
necessary.

(3) Legislative nenbers of the joint legislative task force shal
be reinbursed for travel expenses in accordance with RCW 44.04.120.
Nonl egi sl ati ve nenbers, except those representing an enployer or
organi zation, are entitled to be reinbursed for travel expenses in
accordance with RCW43.03. 050 and 43. 03. 060.

(4) The expenses of the joint |egislative task force shall be paid
jointly by the senate and the house of representatives.

(5) The joint legislative task force shall report its findings and
recommendations to the | egislature by January 1, 2009.

(6) This section expires July 1, 2009."
